Right off, he stressed that the 
crisis in Germany is very real. 
He was critical of any suggestion 
that the situation as a whole has 
been staged or faked, as occurred 
to many people in the first hours 
of Thursday afternoon. We may 
not know the details of what 


happened. Certainly Hitler and his 


henchmen are_ exploiting this 
event for their own purposes. But 
the desperate crisis in which Hit- 
ler finds himself is utterly genu- 
ine. This is one of the moments 
when the most fantastic events 
are genuine because the complete 
impasse in which Hitler’s rule has 


placed Germany leaves open no — 
other course but sensational and ~ 


violent ones. 


Sees Beginning of an 
Anti-Hitler Front 


“In my opinion,” said X “we 
are witnessing in Germany the 
formation at last of a real na- 
tional front against Hitler. It is a 
front of diverse elements, and at 
this stage the sections of the Ger- 
man army are taking the lead. But 
it is in the nature of things that 


the army's effort to get Hitler out 


of the way will merge with the or- 
ganized struggle of the German 
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undergreund and the war-weari- 
ness of tahe whole people.” 

The ruling circles of Germany 
are splitting. apart, which is al- 
ways “the swallow,” the first sign 
of a profound revolutionary de- 
velopment. 


The ‘unique feature in the Ger- — 


man situation is that one group, 
led by Hitler and his closest as- 
sociates, has very substantial 
power at its disposal. It has the 
SS and the Gestapo. Unlike Mus- 
solini, who could be voted out of

who did not have a personal army 
of any significance, Hitler has a 


‘ strong force and can employ 


strong measures. Which only 
means that opposition to Hitler 
very quickly goes over into or- 
ganized, substantial and physical 
forms. There is no solution but 
organized, physical struggle. 


German Army Focal 
Point of Opposition 


The German army is today the 
major force to carry such a strug- 
gle forward. It has the arms. It 
can give battle. But in such a 
battle, other sectors of the popu- 
lation, especially the workers, will 
soon be drawn.. 

Hitler knows this. He tried in

ductor” of the strategic “‘orches- 
tra” which is the Red Army, waived his 
“baton” at the “brass” concentrated in 
the area of Kovel and sent Marshal 
Rokossovsky’s left flank crashing to 
the Middle Bug in the direction of 
Lublin and Warsaw (from the south- 
east). 


Meanwhile Marshal Konev is advanc- 
ing at an amazing pace in the direction 
of Silesia. He captured Rava Russkaya 
and thus is executing the maneuver we 
had sensed a couple of days ago, L.e., 
the outflanking of the Lvov-Stanislavov 
area. While Lvov may be captured soon, 
the real strategic objective of Konev’s 
group is probably Peremyshl (Przemys]), 
only 150 miles east of Kattowitz in 
Silesia, and 120 miles, east of Cracow. 


Due to Rokossovsky’s advance to the 
Bug (on the line Kovel-Lublin), the 
fortress of Brest-Litovsk is being out- 
flanked. To the northwest of Brest the 
junction of Cheremkha has been taken 
and here Rokossovsky’s right is only 
barely 90 miles from Warsaw. 


Zakharov and Cherniakhovsky have 
been ‘somewhat delayed by the resist- 
ance of the Germans along the border 
of East Prussia, but. further north 
Bagramian has thrust deeply forward 
and has cut the railroad between Dvinsk 
and Shavli. He will probably turn north 
to Yakobstadt. (Ekabpils) on the Dvina, 
between Dvinsk and Riga, and thus put 
Dvinsk in an inescapable pocket. Re- 
zhitza will go with Dvinsk.
